Feb. 21.— Chinese 
relations and the negotiations of Min 
Ester Pokotiloff with the Peking gov­ 
ernm ent are engrossing the attention 
of Russian diplomacy even to the ex 
elusion of the Algeciras conference, 
though an aauivora.de conclusion el 
the taller, with KTF tile prejudicial et- 
fect on Ru '.sin’s situation, is now con­ 
sidered Lore well within the bounds 
of probability. 
Foreign office officials 
make a mystt r> of the subject of the 
matter of the negotiations at Peking, 
but the Associated Press learns that 
.Minister Pokotiloff is chiefly interest­ 
ed wit ii Manchuria and the preserva­ 
tion of R u ssia ’s special rights there. 
Apprehension of an indefinite result 
are voiced in dispatches from Peking. 
The negotiations are directed to secur­ 
ing Russia iii her favored position in 
Mongolia. 
These apprehensions are 
rather belated 
in view of 
the fact, 
though this is not generally known, 
that two of the easterly provinces of 
Mongolia, Tsetsenchan and Tuschentu- 
chan. intervening between Peking and 
the Trans-Baikalian frontier, general­ 
ly eastward of a line running from the

were long since given over to Russo- 
Chinese bank 
exploitation, and 
are 
thus actually part of R ussia’s sphere

That there is an Apparent 
Decrease in Mill City 


Yesterday a crew of mon .started in 
igain tearing down the Brainerd Luni­ 
e r company mill in this city, after a 
[suspension of a week or two, and all that 
'ill remain in a short time of what was 
>nee one of the most thriving milling in­ 
dustries in the state will be a few old 
sheds. This is but the natural conse­ 
quence in the passing away of tho great 
industry in Northern Minnesota. The 
Brainerd mill has not been running for 
year, so that by this time the people 
if the city have shaped themselves to 
Ithe circumstances, and the loss will not 
|bo so great as some may imagine. 
On this question of the passing away 
if the lumber industry in Northern 
{Minnesota th© following is taken from 
Ithe Minneapolis Tribune which may of 
(interest: 
The passing of the great lumber in- 
Ldustry of Minnesota, which has been 
[apparent for years in the decreased cuts 
of the .sawmills of Minneapolis, will be 
[signally marked in the belated sawing 
[season which the lumbermen anticipate 
this spring. The season usually com­ 
mences as early as April 15 and contin­ 
ues for about seven months, but the 
(season of 1900 will show no such record. 
Most of the lumbermen expect the sea­ 
son to open as late as May lo and a num­ 
ber are confident that it will be J uno I 
before real sawmill activity can be noted. 
iTho trouble is a complete absence of 


logs in tho booms and the difficulty of 
getting them down the river in any 
quantities before the dates indicated. 
“Last season the millions upon mil­ 
lions of feet which were piled high in 
the river above Minneapolis were used 
up, and there can be no sawing until the 
new logs are brought down from the log­ 
ging districts. 
Added to this the ex­ 
asperating delays to logging operations 
in the woods caused by soft ground will 
make a short supply, 
many operators 
declare that they have been unable to 
do more than half a season's work. Tile 
swamps are not frozen owing to the 
heavy snow which covered them early, 
and it has been impossible to make ef­ 
fective roads.”
